Andover girls walk tightrope 


Big-top balancing act 


If you find yourself moseying 
on an autumnal stroll down Holt 
Road in Andover, you may see 
quite an extraordinary site. 
Amidst the October leaves falling, 
JeanMarie Gossard could be rid- 
ing her bicycle four feet off the 
ground. 

JeanMarie is not touting levita- 
tion powers, but her newfound 
high-wire prowess. 

She’s is learning to ride a spe- 
cially designed bicycle that 
enables her to perform her newest 
trick on her backyard high wire. 
Without brakes, handles, and very 
little air in the tires, 13-year-old 
JeanMarie precariously uses a 
weighted pole to balance her 
weight on the bike, and then ped- 
als the bike’s narrow tires up and 
back the half-inch wire. 

“{Riding] the bike is definitely 
the hardest trick I've learned 
because you have to use the pole 
to balance yourself, and then it’s 
just like riding a real bike if 
you stop moving, you fall off,” 
said JeanMarie. Although Jean- 
Marie has mastered the personal 
balance needed to ride hands-free 
on the high wire, she has difficul- 
ty, “at the end of the wire, when I 
have to pause and pedal back- 
wards.” 

Two summers ago, JeanMarie 
visited her Andover friend, Jackie 
Booth, during the Booth’s sum- 
mer vacation in Jamestown, R_L 


The Booths happened to be neigh- 
bors with high wire artist Paul 
Russell, who is in his 70s. 

When JeanMarie and Jackie 
spied Russell balancing on the 
high wire, located in his backyard, 
they raced over to witness this 
feat. The girls displayed a keen 
interest in learning the tricks of 
the tre ade. So Russell spent the next

After loss of son, community renews family’s faith 


(Ed. note: The following letter was 
sent to the Board of Selectmen and 
the Townsman from the Smith fami- 
ly, whose son, Ivan, died in a beach 
accident this summer. (“Beach cave- 
in claims boy,” Townsman, Aug. 24, 
page 1.) 


Editor, Townsman: 

On Aug. 22, our lives changed. A 
quick trip to the beach on that Tues- 
day evening turned into a tragedy 
when our 13-year-old son was killed 
while playing with his friends at 
Salisbury Beach. A parent's worst 
nightmare occurred when = an 
exhausted rescue worker said the 
words, “We did everything we 
could, but 

During the following days and 
weeks, we have had to find a way to 
cope with the tragedy. Had it not 
been for the number of people who 
came forth with love, flowers, kind- 
ness and comfort, the strength nec- 
essary for us to begin to overcome 
this would not have been possible. 


As members of the Board of 


Selectmen of this town, you cannot 
realize fully what a magnificent 
community this is until you see how 


it reacts to a tragedy. The number of 
people who came forward to provide 
love and support was overwhelm- 
ing. After having spent 20 years as 
town accountant and, most recently, 
the last five years as residents 
together, we saw a community come 
together to offer support. 

While we'd like to send personal 
notes to each and everyone, we have 
found it impossible as the numbers 
are overwhelming. For this reason, 
we are writing this to you, to extend 
our gratitude for all that has been 
done for us by the community. 

Within an hour of the accident, 
the Andover public safety personnel 
sent a Trauma Intervention Pro- 
gram volunteer to our house. These 
are volunteers specifically trained 
to act in trauma situations, provide 
counseling and assistance in some 
of the decisions that have to be made 
at a time when a simple decision can 
be overwhelming. 

We would like to thank Buzz 
Stapezynski for his presence and 
support. Despite being on vacation, 
he was available. He dealt with the 
press and other issues that we could 
not. 


My office staff members took 
charge of the office, canceling vaca- 
tions, shifting workloads, and kept 
the office functioning fully. They 
showed their true strengths. 

The fire department appeared at 
our house during both the wake and 
funeral, provided and set up food 
and coffee for those returning to the 
house after the services. We have 
recently been informed that a local 
caterer donated the food for the lun- 
cheon. 

Each and every office within the 
town participated in a food tree. The 
support from fellow employees and 
the various board members was 
overwhelming. 

Over the years, we have a tenden- 
cy to take people for granted and fail 
to see the good side of them. This 
display of kindness provided by 
everyone during this period has 
rejuvenated our faith in the good- 
ness of people. 

Once again we offer our heartfelt 
thanks to all. 

We will forever keep Ivan in our 
thoughts and prayers.

As someone whose neighborhood 
will be affected by the Willoughby 
Estates development, it is with some 
consternation that I read the Towns- 
man article “Willoughby Estates devel- 
oper working on AVIS land grant.”

If the Main Street renovation 
project is going to satisfy resi- 
dents, then the public needs to 
get informed and get involved. 

That’s what some individuals 
stated last Thursday night at an 
informational meeting intended 
to show residents how workers 
plan to change Main Street's 
traffic flow and improve its 
character. 

But with a small turnout of 
about 30 residents, some in 
attendance expressed concern 
that people are not taking seri- 
ously their opportunity to get 
involved. 

A satisfactory renovation 
requires the active interest of 
many residents, as well as coop- 
eration from the town officials 
and local media, said Preserva- 
tion Commission member Ann 
Constantine. 

Looking around at the empty 
chairs, Constantine commented 
how she herself had wondered 
what happened to the project, 
because she said it was not well 
advertised after initial meetings 
almost two years ago. 

“I had forgotten about this 
project,” she said. “I thought it 
died.” 

The proposal is to reconfig- 
ure some of the curbline from 


the intersection of Stevens and 
North Main streets, to the inter- 
section of Punchard and Main. 
Some corners would be rounded 
out to ease turning radiuses, and 
traffic lights would be aligned to 
move cars through downtown 
more smoothly and efficiently. 

“We're looking to improve 
the efficiency and safety (of 
downtown),” said traffic consul- 
tant David Giangrande, vice 
president of Design Consultants. 

Base funding of $2.5 million 
for the project comes from Mass. 
Highway Department, and 
Andover has agreed to con- 
tribute $350,000 of town money 
to provide lights, trees, benches, 
trash receptacles, and whatever 
else the community desires, he 
said. 

Giangrande first proposed 
the project in 1998. Since then, 
Mass. Highway has given verbal 
approval of the 25 percent stage 
of the project - which means the 
plans are still in the preliminary 
stages, he said. Mass. Highway 
will also hold a public hearing 
on the proposal sometime before 
December. He hopes to receive 
written approval of the 25 per- 
cent review sometime in next 
month. After that, the design 
will not be completed until 
sometime next June, he pre 


dicts, and construction would 
follow. 

But for now, and for the next 
meeting scheduled for Wednes- 
day, Oct. 25, residents have the 
opportunity to critique the 
plans. 

“We're on an information- 
gathering mission,” said Elaine 
Johnson, of Pressley Associates, 
who will deal with the character 
of Main Street. “Tell us where 
the town should be going and 
what you want it to be.” 

Things like the signage, 
which Johnson suggested could 
use some work, need public dis- 
cussion, agreed Constantine. 

“We think the signage is just 
dreadful,” said Constantine, 
speaking on behalf of the sig- 
nage committee of the Preserva- 
tion Commission. “Can we do 
something quiet and tasteful 
like Phillips Academy did?” 

The traffic lights are also 
something residents can influ- 
ence, said Giangrande. While no 
new traffic fixtures will be 
added, residents have the option 
of replacing the yellow fixtures 
with other designs. 

“I think that option should be 
made known to the people of 
Andover,” said Constantine, 
who had not known such an 
opportunity existed. 
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Don’t box me in — Although ideas are plentiful, some resi- 
dents believe getting rid of the brightly colored boxes of free 
publications will help beautify the downtown. 


“That is potentially a lovely 
intersection,” she added, refer- 
ring to Elm Square. 

But such decisions require 
cooperation on everyone's behalf, 
she said. 

“Keep us informed. You have a 
lot of (volunteers) in this town 
who have studied this who aren't 
trying to make your job harder,” 
she said, turning to Town Engi- 


neer Brian Moore and Town Man- 
ager Buzz Stapezynski. 

“That’s what we're doing,” said 
Giangrande. “We're going to 
update you in two weeks.” 

The media should also do a bet- 
ter job of promoting the schedule 
of such meetings, several people 
agreed. Giangrande noted that 
notification was provided in local 
newspapers.

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Safety-center ground broken 


Longtime safety officers say n 


By Rebecca Piro 

Red and blue shovels slid into the 
ground last Saturday to mark the official 
start of construction on the new public 
safety center. 

Ground was broken about a year and a 
half after the town voted approve $12.9 
million for a new center at 1999 Town 
Meeting, in part because officials were 
forced to rebid some subcontracting jobs 
last July. 

But some safety officials say that wait 
is peanuts compared to the years they 
have been waiting for a state-of-the-art 
facility. Since the days when police were 
housed in the cramped basement of Old 
Town Hall, and the fire department was 
stationed in a building behind it, safety 
officials have waited for something bet- 
ter, say veteran officials. But things did- 
n't get much better when the police and 
fire departments moved into the current 
facility in the "70s. It wasn’t long before 
both departments outgrew their tight 
quarters, and other problems became 
obvious. 

“We've been living with pipes that 
sweat and leave mold on the ceiling, and 
outdated booking areas that don't fit 
today’s staridards,” said Lt. Kevin Win 
ters. 

The fire station has its problems as 


well, such as a garage floor that cannot 
support the largest engines, and leaky 
cement walls that let water seep inside 
the building when firefighters wash the 
trucks and equipment. 

“We're always having problems,” said 
Fire Chief Chuck Murnane. “The floors 
are cracked, water is leaking down.” 

Many of these problems came with the 
building when it was built back in the 
‘70s, replacing an old brick warehouse 
that manufactured tire rubber, said Win- 
ters. The design for the current center 
was originally twice the size of the final 
product, but due to financial constraints, 
the project was trimmed, Winters said. 

“When they built this building, they 
cut the (design) in half. The day we 
moved in it fit us, and there was a little 
room to spare. But within a few years we 
started to outgrow it,” Winters said. 

“They didn’t do it right when they 
built it to start with,” agreed Kevin 
Lynch, a retired lieutenant who is now a 
reserve officer for Andover. 

But compared to the previous police 
and fire stations, the current, outgoing 
facility is heaven, said Lynch. 

“That (previous site) was horrendous 
compared to this,” he said. 

Lynch — along with Lt. Richard Enos 
and Officer Ron Hagerty, who are both

retiring in January - are the only three 
police officers still serving Andover who 
worked in the old center in Old Town 
Hall.

Following cease fire, group gathers at temple for solidarity

A quiet group gathered at Temple 
Emanuel Tuesday evening, where two 
rabbis and a representative of the New 
England Israel Consulate called on 
Jews in the Merrimack Valley to pray 
that violence in the Middle East will 
come to a swift end. 

The Solidarity Rally took place after 
a peace agreement was signed between 
Israeli Prime Minister Ehud Barak and 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat Tues- 
day for a cease-fire between the battling 
countries. 

“In this time of sorrow and conflict 
we pledge our support to our brothers 
in Israel. We deplore the violence that 
is in Israel,” said Jim Shainker, presi- 
dent of the Merrimack Valley Jewish 
Federation. 

To date, 72 rallies have been held in 
the United States in response to the vio- 
lence that has exploded between Israel 
and Palestine in the past couple of 
weeks, said Jan Brodie, executive direc- 
tor of the federation. 

Though prayers focused on _ the 
Israeli people, peace on the Palestinian 
side was also in the thoughts of Jews at 
the rally, said Brodie. 

“We are offering prayers in solidarity 
that both sides will live in peace,” he said. 

But the prayers are not good only for 


those overseas, explained Shainker. 
Jews here in the Merrimack Valley 
need an outlet for their emotions and 
questions as they watch the violence on 
television. 

“Clearly the people want to react and 
they don’t know how to express it or 
where to go with it,” he said. “This pro- 
vides an avenue to say we're here and 
we care.” 

Seven-year-old Ben 
North Andover stood up with a press- 
ing question for speaker Deborah 
Housen-Couriei, a representative of the 
New England Israel Consulate in 
Boston. 

“When is it going to stop?” he asked 
eagerly. 

“That is truly a great question,” 
replied Housen-Couriei. “I don’t know 
the answer.” 

Instead, Housen-Couriei offered her 
opinion on how things became so des- 
perate between Israel and Palestine. 

“I think that what we're seeing is the 
utter despair that the peace process has- 
n't brought the fruits of success,” she 
said, referring specifically to failed 
negotiations mediated by President 
Clinton at Camp David recently. 

The countries disagree on three 
major issues, she said: the borders 
between Israel and Palestine; the treat-

ment of refugees; and rights to 
Jerusalem, the area both cultures claim 
as their holy city. 

Trust has been badly broken 
between Israel and Palestine, and 
Housen-Couriei fears that damage is 


spreading to circles of people beyond 
the Israeli/Palestinian ring of violence 
People have attacked synagogues in 
both France and the United States, she 
said 

One man expressed his frustration at 
feeling helpless in the midst of such vio 
lence 

“There is so much hate on the Pales 
tinian side. It’s ingrained. How the heck 
do you handle that hate?” asked Milton 
Issenberg of Andover 

For now, it is up to Arafat and Barak 
to follow through on their agreement of 
peace, said Housen-Couriei 

“The real question mark is how do 
we establish trust in one another?” she 
said. 

Some people who left the rally Tues 
day night walked out of Temple 
Emanuel with a feeling of hope and 
optimism, like Susan Dietzel - a mem- 
ber of the Episcopal Christ Church in 
Andover, who came not as a Jew to 
pray for Israel, but as a person to pray 
for all human beings. 

“I came because (the rally) is for all 
people of goodwill, to pray for peace,” 
she said. “This is a very open communi- 
ty, and they reach out to lots of people.” 

It's that kind of reaching out that can 
make a real difference in the Middle 
East, she added.

story home, where the land is filled with a col- 
orful display of reds, golds and oranges. Rowe, 
who has resided on Greenwood Avenue for 
about 12 years, says her street is her favorite 
part of Andover as the air gets crisper and the 
leaves start to turn. 

“This area is probably the prettiest I've 
seen,” she adds. 

Beech Circle resident Debbie Falvey, who 
grew up surrounded by the bustling, busy 
expressways of New York City, appreciates the 
small-town feeling of Andover’s streets. 

“It gives you that Americana feel — like Elm 
Street, Maple and Chestnut,” she says. “Even 
the ones that aren't named after trees, they're 
just rural names. It gives it some charm.” 

There’s a reason — maybe an obvious one 
why Andover’s streets are named the way they 
are, says John Nartiff, who has lived in his 
Maple Avenue home for 52 years, watching the 
trees that line his street grow. 

“The reason it was named Maple was 
because of these here,” he says, gazing across 
the street at two burly trees already turned 
gold. Though Nartiff's corner is brilliant with 
colorful trees on either side, he remembers 
when his street had even more foliage. 

Maple boughs used to bend gracefully, inter- 
twined along the length of the street to create a 
canopy of leaves, he says. A hurricane in 1958 
took several of them down, and others have 
died off through the years. But a few of the mas- 
sive trees have stood for decades, including one 
at the corner of Maple and Harding streets. 

“It's been a good 36, 37 years maybe from 
when I saw it planted,” he says. Back then it 
was only a sapling. Today, Nartiff cranes his 
neck to see the tallest branches.

Resident Jayakumar Surapanani appreci- 
ates the rural atmosphere of his Greenwood 
Avenue neighborhood not just for its beauty, 
but for the serenity it provides from the busy 
highways that make Andover a thriving busi- 
ness center. 

“Tt’s pretty,” he says. “I like to live in a neigh- 
borhood where I don’t feel like I’m in the city.”

with pesticides are only a reality if trucks go up 
and down streets spraying near residents, says 
Montgomery. 

“We're not going to drive through town and 
spray with trucks,” he says. “We're going to pin- 
point specifically the problem,” such as target- 
ing mosquito larvae in their aquatic stages, 
using “naturally-occurring bacterial spores,” he 
adds. 

Regardless of the hazards, Major questions 
whether spraying is worth considering if sur- 
rounding towns do not agree to spray as well. 

“None of the communities that touch 
Andover are participating in the program,” he 
says. “So does it do Andover any good to partici- 
pate when all the other communities around it 
are not?” 

“The ideal objective would be to have multi- 
ple community participation,” agrees Health 
Director Everett Penney. Neighboring commu- 
nities have not ruled out participation, he adds. 

Penney could not be reached for further com- 
ment. 

Within the Northeast District, only North 
Andover has expressed interest in the program, 
says Major. The other three communities in the 
district, not including Andover, are North Read- 
ing, Methuen and Lawrence. None have plans 
as of yet to participate in the program. The 
other two communities that border Andover, 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, belong to the cen- 
tral district. Wilmington has a year-long con- 
tract with Central Mass. Mosquito Control Pro- 
ject and plans to renew it for next year, says a 
representative of the town’s board of health. 
Tewksbury sprayed for mosquitoes through 
September this year, but Major does not know 
whether it will continue that practice. 


Montgomery says the Andover Board of 


Health requested the article in light of a crow 
recently infected with the West Nile Virus in 
North Andover. Almost two weeks ago, a crow 
found in Andover at the Indian Ridge Country 
Club tested positive as well. Mass. Dept. of Pub- 
lic Health recommended the town do nothing at 
the time, as temperatures in the past couple 
weeks have been too low to allow mosquito 
breeding, says Major. 

Next summer there could be more reason to 
worry, says Montgomery.

Major is not overly concerned with the 
infected crow found in town, and says there are 
several other issues to consider. If Andover

such as a safer pesticide, says Major. 
The board is also wary of the terms of the 


contract, which does not run out at the end of 


the three-year period. Rather, the contract auto- 
matically renews itself. 

“You're in this until you get a Town Meeting 
vote that says you want to get out. So you're in 
this forever,” Major says. “It’s not just a three- 
year program. I don’t like that concept.”

Crow with West Nile _ 


Andover police picked up a dead crow at 
Indian Ridge Country Club almost two weeks 
ago that tested positive for the West Nile virus, 
said Selectmen Chairman Brian Major. 

Evidence of the West Nile virus, which orig- 
inated in Africa and is transmitted primarily 
by mosquitoes to birds, humans and other ani- 
mals, was found in the U.S. about two years 
ago. No human cases in Massachusetts have 
been diagnosed to date, said Walter Ment- 
gomery, superintendent of the Northeast Mos- 
quito Control District. 

The bird was found at the fourth hole on the 
golf course on Friday, Oct. 6. Mass. health offi- | 
cials picked the bird up and brought it back to 
a lab for testing, said Major. Montgomery 


board of health last Friday, Oct. 13 that the 
crow tested positive for West Nile. 

It is too late in mosquito season for resi- 
dents to worry this year about the virus, which | 
in most cases is not fatal to humans, said | 
| Montgomery. However, the discovery of the | 
infected crow is reason to prepare for next |

| Major said he learned about the crow after 
|reading a proposal for a three-year contract 
_ with Northeast for mosquito control. Evidence | 
of the West Nile Virus in Andover has not con- |

east, however. 

Selectman Mary French agreed that the dis- 
lcovery of an infected bird is no reason to 
panic. “It was going to happen at one time or | 
another,” said French.
